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New  State  Director  Is  An  Ohio  University 

Man  of  1913  Class 


Suceads  Raigel  to  High  Administrative  Position 


The  following  reference  to  Ohio's  new  State 
Director  of  Education  is  taken  from  a  recent 
number  of  "The  Ohio  Teacher." 

"On  July  15  Prof.  John  L.  Clifton  of  Ohio 
State  University  assumed  the  duties  of  State 
Director  of  Education,  succeeding-  Vernon  M. 
Reigel,  who  had  resigned  to  enter  the  business 
field  after  having  been  at  the  head  of  Ohio 
schools  longer  than  any 
predecessor. 

"Mr.  Clifton  is  es- 
pecially well  prepared 
both  by  training  and 
experience  for  the  office 
which  he  now  holds. 
Having  graduated  from 
the  public  high  school 
at  Etna  in  1897  he 
served  three  years  in 
the  rural  schools  of 
Licking  county.  He 
then  entered  Ohio  Uni- 
versity from  which  he 
received  the  Bachelor 
of  Science  in  Education 
degree  in  1913.  From 
1903  to  1907  he  was 
superintendent  of  the 
Homer  schools,  after 
which  he     occupied     a 

similar  position  at  Mendon  until  1911  when  he 
resigned  to  become  assistant  in  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education. 

"After  serving  four  and  one-half  years  in 
the  department  Mr.  Clifton  became  a  professor 
of  principles  and  practice  of  education  at  Ohio 
State  which  position  he  has  held  for  the  past 
twelve  years.  During  much  of  this  time  he  has 
also  been  in  charge  of  the  appointment  bureau 
in  the  university  and  for  nine  years  edited  and 
published  the  Ohio  Educational  Monthly.  For 
the  past  three  years  he  has  been  a  member  of 
the  State  board  of  school  examiners  of  which 
he  also  became  president. 

"During  these  years  of  activity  he  has  not 
neglected  professional  growth  but  has  complet- 
ed all  the  work  for  his  Ph.  D.  degree  at  Ohio

State   University  and  has  ever  been  active  in 
educational  meetings  and  associations. 

"Thus  through  constant  effort  and  efficient 
service  Mr.  Clifton  has  progressed  from  rural 
teacher  to  superintendent  of  public  instruction 
in  Ohio,  a  state  which  ranks  near  the  top  in 
educational  matters." 

Mr.  Clifton  was  the  speaker  at  Ohio  Univer- 
sity's summer  com- 
mencement held  Au- 
gust 12,  1927,  when  de- 
grees were  awarded  to 
61  seniors  and  diplo- 
mas presented  to  111 
two-year  students. 

In  developing  t  h  e 
theme  of  his  address, 
"Straight  Thinking," 
Mr.  Clifton  said, 
"Learning  by  thinking 
is  hard  work.  In  fact, 
it  is  hard  work  to  think 
and  while  thinking  i.s 
natural  and  instinctive, 
we  do  no  more  of  it 
than  we  are  obliged  to 
do. 

"In  a  great  country 
like  America  which 
possesses  only  seven 
per  cent  of  the  land  of  the  earth  and  only  six 
per  cent  of  the  total  population,  yet  possesses 
almost  one-half  of  the  wealth,  some  one  has 
done  a  great  deal  of  thinking.  Our  fathers 
have  fearlessly  faced  and  fought  out  great 
political  and  econoinic  issues  that  have  startled 
the  world  and  advanced  ci\alization  in  a  cen- 
tury farther  than  was  done  in  the  thousand 
years  preceding.  Thinking — scientific  thinking 
— has  given  us  this  great  country  and  this 
great  civilization. 

"Let  each  of  us  learn  to  think  and  to  think 
straight,  or  at  least,  let  us  learn  to  follow  the 
straight  thinkers.  If  we  cannot  lead,  we  may 
at  least  follow  intelligently.  We  may  learn 
to  trust,  respect  and  follow  experts.  Think  of

Physiologist  of  Note 


After  teaching  fourteen  years  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Oklahoma  as  professor  of  Physiology, 
Dr.  Leonard  B.  Nice  has  returned  to  his  native 
state  to  accept  the  head  professorship  of  Phy- 
siology at  Ohio  State  University,  Columbus. 

Doctor  Nice,  who  was  bom  near  New  Marsh- 
field,  Ohio,  in  1882,  graduated  from  Ohio  Uni- 
versity in  1908,  i-eceiving  the  Ph.  B.  degree. 
Three  years  later,  1911,  he  received  the  Ph.  D. 
degree  from  Clark  University.  He  was  an 
assistant  in  Physiology  at  Clark  during  the 
period  of  his  study  there  and  for  one  year  fol- 
lowing he  was  an  instructor  at  Harvard  Uni- 
versity. From  1913  to  1927  he  was  professor 
of  Physiology  at  the  University  of  Oklahoma. 
He  came  to  Ohio  State  in  the  fall  of  the  pres- 
ent year. 

Doctor  Nice  is  a  member  of  a  number  of 
scientific  organizations,  among  them  being  the 
American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science  ,  American  Society  of  Naturalists, 
American  Physiological  Society,  Ecological  So- 
ciety of  America,  Oklahoma  Academy  of  Sci- 
ence, and  the  Oklahoma  Histological  Society. 
He  is  also  a  member  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  University  Professors  and  the  Beta 
Theta  Pi  and  Chi  Zeta  Chi  fraternities. 

Authorship  of  about  thirty  papers  on  sci- 
entific subjects,  most  of  which  have  been  pub- 
lished in  the  American  Journal  of  Physiology, 
is  acknowledged  by  the  Ohio  State  physiolo- 
gist. 

Doctor  Nice  married  Miss  Margaret  Morse, 
of  Amherst,  Mass.,  in  1909,  and  to  the  union 
there  have  been  born  five  children,  all  girls.

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Noisy    Stage    In    Auditorium    Construction 
Passes  With  Steel  In  Place 


List  of  Contributors  To  Go  In  Corner  Stone 


The  rat-tat-tat  of  the  pneumatijc  hammers 
with  which  were  headed-up  the  white-hot  riv- 
ets used  in  fabricating  and  assembling  the 
various  units  of  the  steel  super-structure  of 
the  new  Alumni  Memorial  Auditorium,  ceased 
on  Saturday,  November  19,  after  the  last  steel 
column,  truss,  and  cross  brace  had  been  secure- 
ly fastened  and  the  work  of  the  erection  crew 
passed  upon  by  State  Inspector  Orr.  Six  thous- 
and rivets  were  involved  in  the  huge  balcony 
truss,  alone. 

Disconcerting  as  the  noise  of  the  riveting 
process  may  have  been  to  students  and  in- 
structors in  nearby  classrooms,  the  desire  to 
watch  mammoth  girders  hoisted  seventy-five 
feet  into  the  air  and  the  actions  of  the  "steel- 
monkies"  as  they  clambered  up  and  down  tall 
columns  or  walked  erect  across  narrow  beams, 
as  though  on  five-foot  sidewalks,  proved  to  be 
equally  distracting  to  those  whose  curricular 
appointments  necessitated  an  assembly  in  the 


recitation  room  instead  of  about  the  scene  of 
building  activities.  It  is  doubtful  if  even 
the  professors  would  have  given  voice  to  ser- 
ious regret  at  a  continuance  of  the  intensely 
interesting  operations. 

The  work  of  roofing  the  building  as  a  pro- 
tection against  the  interference  of  bad  weather 
is  now  being  pushed.  Stone  masons  are  well 
under  way  with  the  work  on  the  front  of  the 
auditorium  and  the  plumbing  and  wiring  con- 
tractors are  keeping  apace  with  the  progress 
made  in  the  general  construction.  It  is  planned 
to  lay  the  corner  stone  early  in  the  week  of 
November  20.  No  ceremonies  will  mark  the 
setting  of  the  stone  since  efforts  will  later  be 
made  to  dedicate  the  building  with  elaborate 
exercises  that  will  rival  any  ever  staged  at 
Ohio  University. 

A  copper  box,  containing  a  history  of  Ohio 
University  and  lists  of  the  names  of  all  per-

KEEP  THEM  Ohio   University  is  growing  steadily  and  continuously.     In  spite  of  the 

COMING  TO  OHIO     "slump"  in  school  attendance  that  has  adversely  effected  the  enrollment 
in  several  leading  educational  institutions  in  the  state,  Ohio  University  is 
reporting  a  gain  of  sixty-seven  students  over  last  year's  attendance. 

There  are  several  ways  of  accounting  for  the  fine  annual  increase,  no  single  one  of  which, 
however,  is  entirely  adequate  to  explain  the  situation.  In  the  first  place  more  students  are  grad- 
uating from  the  secondary  schools  than  ever  before  and  more  of  these  high  school  graduates  are 
entering  the  colleges  and  universities  than  has  ever  heretofore  been  true.  Ohio  University  is 
naturally  getting  its  share  of  this  element  of  the  school  population.  Then,  as  a  result  of  the 
keen  scrutiny  of  entrance  credentials,  increased  demands  for  scholastic  ability  on  the  part  of  its 
undergraduates,  the  careful  building  of  a  well-qualified  faculty,  and  a  varied  list  of  educational 
offerings,  Ohio  University  is  being  highly  regarded  by  an  ever  increasing  number  of  right- 
minded  and  desirable  students.  The  school's  reputation  for  being  a  good  place  in  which  to  do 
good  work  is  spreading  over  a  greater  and  greater  area,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  there 
are  students  enrolled  this  year  from  eighteen  different  states. 

In  a  third,  and  very  gratifying  way  our  annual  growth  may  be  partly  attributed  to  the 
active  interest  that  Ohio  University  graduates  are  taking  in  their  Alma  Mater  and  the  efforts 
that  are  bein>g-  made  by  the  alumni  to  direct  young  men  and  young  women  to  the  Ohio  campus. 
The  effect  of  this  interest  and  effort  is  noticeable  in  the  enrollment  from  many  areas,  notably 
the  Cleveland,  Ohio,  district  where  many  Green  and  White  grads  are  engaged  in  the  teaching 
profession  and  therefore  possessed  of  excellent  opportunities  for  doing  "missionary"  work. 
From  all  sections  and  directions,  however,  are  coming  freshmen  marked  for  Ohio  University 
with  tags  that  bear  senders'  names  and  addresses  that  are  familiar. 

It  is  never  too  early  in  the  year  to  begin  to  call  the  attention  of  high  school  seniors  to  Ohio 
University.  An  after-class  chat  with  a  student  or  an  evening  conference  with  parents  will 
often  result  in  a  decision  in  favor  of  Ohio  University  instead  of  another  school.  "Every  day  in 
every  way"  let  Ohio  grads  be  pulling  for  their  Alma  Mater. 


AMMUNITION  FOR  This  editorial  and  the  one  above  were  inspired  by  a  request,  received 
THE  FIRING  LINE  this  fall,  for  a  list  of  a  few  general  arguments  in  favor  of  higher  edu- 
cation and  some  specific  arguments  in  favor  of  attendance  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity. The  request  came  from  an  Ohio  graduate  teaching  her  first  year,  in  a  village  high 
school. 

In  answer  to  this  query  and  to  many  others  doubtless  raised  but  never  written,  we  give  the 
following  information  relating  to  some  of  the  general  arguments  in  favor  of  higher  education. 
The  specific  claims  of  Ohio  University  to  favorable  consideration  will  be  dealt  with  in  a  later 
issue  of  this  publication. 

In  "Who's  Who  In  America,"  it  is  shown  that  of  those  who  make  a  success  of  life  sufl^cient 
to  merit  a  place  on  the  roll  of  those  who  have  attracted  the  attention  of  the  world  generally, 
only  1  out  of  150,000  with  less  than  an  elementary  education  achieves  such  success.  Of  those 
who  have  an  elementary  education,  only  4  out  of  150,000  achieve  such  success.  Of  those  who 
have  a  high  school  education,  93  achieve  such  success  out  of  150.000.  Of  those  who  have  a 
college  training,  800  achieve  success  out  of  150,000.  So  it  seems  that  education  brings  honor 
at  any  rate. 
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As  to  the  money  value  of  education,  the  statistics  show  that  those  who  have  only  an  ele- 
mentary education  earn  on  an  average  $45,000  in  the  46  years  between  14  and  60.  Those  with 
a  high  school  education  start  to  earn  at  18  years  and  earn  $7S,000  by  the  time  they  are  60. 
But  those  who  have  a  college  training  start  to  earn  at  22  years  and  by  the  time  they  are  60 
they  have  earned  $150,000. 

Then  it  seems  that  a  college  education  pays  an  average  of  $3950  a  year  until  60  years  of 
age;  a  high  school  education  pays  about  one-half  as  well,  or  $1817  a  year;  but  an  elementary 
education  pays  only  $1000  a  year.    College  education  pays  in  dollars  and  cents. 

There  are  other  and  perhaps  better  reasons  for  advising  and  urging  boys  and  girls  to  con- 
tinue in  the  educational  system  but  those  mentioned  have  the  so-called  "practical"  aspect  and 
will  suffice,  in  most  cases,  to  set  to  thinking  the  student  whose  natural  ambition  and  inclination 
does  not  turn  toward  a  college  education. 

HAVE  YOU  EVER  We  wonder  how  many  Ohio  University  graduates  there  are  who  have 
HEARD  THIS  ONE?  blamed  their  university  for  the  results  of  misdirected  efforts  or  lack  of 
application  while  they  were  receiving  instruction  on  the  local  campus. 
To  the  writer  the  plaint  of  the  following  paragraphs  seems  to  have  a  familiar  sound.  He  has 
heard  it  before.     Have  you  ? 

"At  college,  college  is  enough.  Once  there  the  ever-conventional  student  does  the  conven- 
tional thing — works,  talks,  thinks,  plays,  and  behaves  himself  generally  in  the  manner  of  onrj 
oblivious  to  all  outside  its  walls.  Rare  is  the  student  who  seriously  or  often  considers  the  on- 
coming world  of  the  job,  and  numerous  are  those  who  give  it  no  thought  at  all.  (This,  of  course, 
refers  exclusively  to  the  liberal-arts  student.)  Vaguely  they  say  that  the  day  will  come,  but 
nobody  believes  it  will.     Like  death,  it  comes  to  others,  not  to  oneself. 

"Nevertheless,  time  passes,  and  once  the  job  lots  are  drawn  the  clamor  begins,  'What  is 
wrong  with  the  college?'  For  it  is  because  of  the  job  that  we  blame  the  college,  and  the  col- 
lege isn't  to  blame.  It  is  an  entity  in  itself,  and  on  that  ground  the  oblivious  behavior  of  the 
student  during  his  undergraduate  days  may  be  justified. 

"Yet,  even  as  the  man  on  the  edge  of  death  is  fearful  a  bit  of  its  newness  and  complains 
loudly,  'Life  did  not  prepare  me  for  this,'  so  the  ex-collegian  on  the  brink  of  the  world  of  the 
job,  sensing  that  all  is  new  and  different,  and  fearfully  hoping  that,  once  in,  he  can  swim  and 
not  sink,  complains  loudly,  'College  did  not  prepare  me  for  this.'  And  the  man  for  whom  life 
has  ceased  and  the  one  for  whom  college  has  ceased  proceed  together  to  berate  their  late  ex- 
perience for  that  reason." 

OHIO  U.  IN  THE  Never  before  has  there  been  a  time  when  so  many  Ohio  University 

GRADUATE  SCHOOLS  graduates  were  engaged  in  research  and  graduate  work  as  now.  Per- 
haps it's  one  of  the  trends  of  the  times — educationally.  The  fact  re- 
mains, however,  that  there  are  very  few  of  the  great  universities  in  the  eastern  and  middle- 
western  sections  of  the  country  in  whose  graduate  schools  there  is  not  at  least  one  Ohio  man 
or  woman  pursuing  advanced  work. 

Yale,  Harvard,  Columbia,  Clark,  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  Ohio  State,  Chicago,  Illinois, 
Notre  Dame,  and  Indiana  universities  are  several,  but  not  all,  of  the  schools  chosen  by  these 
people  for  graduate  study. 

A  complete  roster  of  Ohio  students  doing  graduate  work  cannot  be  given  at  this  time  but 
from  the  reports  that  come  almost  daily  to  the  Alumni  Office  there  is  no  question  but  that  the 
list  will  be  surprisingly  large.

The  Registrar's  Report 

An  increase  of  26,  over  last  year,  of  the 
student  registration  from  Cuyahoga  county,  an 
increase  of  13  from  Butler  county,  10  from 
New  York  state,  20  from  Pennsylvania  and  21 
from  West  Virginia  and  an  enrollment  of  one 
or  more  students  from  every  one  of  the  8S 
counties  in  Ohio,  were  among  the  interesting 
features  of  the  report  given  out  by  Registrar 
Frank  B.  Dilley  at  the  beginning  of  the  month. 

In  addition  to  the  100  per  cent  representa- 
tion of  the  Ohio  counties  there  are  students 
from  18  states  and  two,  each,  from  Hawaii  and 
Japan.  West  Virginia  leads  the  states  with 
a  representation  of  78  students,  followed  by 
Pennsylvania  with  60.  New  York  is  third 
highest  with  32  to  its  credit. 

Leading  Ohio  counties  are  Athens,  with  366; 
Cuyahoga,  128;  Washington,  74;  Meigs,  54; 
Fairfield,  53;  Perry,  50;  and  Jefferson  and  Ma- 
honing, 47  each. 

The  total  enrollment,  2,067  (a  gain  of  61), 
while  slightly  less  than  was  anticipated,  is 
highly  gratifying  and  satisfactory  in  light  of 
the  fact  that  losses  over  the  preceding  year 
have  been  reported  by  such  outstanding  Ohio 
schools  as  Oberlin,  Ohio  Wesleyan,  Wooster, 
and  Miami.  The  enrollment  reverses  of  these 
schools  and  the  failure  of  Ohio  University  to 
show  a  larger  gain  is  attributed  to  a  general 
"slump"  in  school  attendance  in  Ohio  this  year. 


Tau  Kappa  Epsilon  Comes 

Another  national  social  fraternity  is  to  be 
installed  on  the  Ohio  University  campus  this 
month,  the  charter  of  the  Alpha  Beta  chapter 
of  Tau  Kappa  Epsilon  having  been  granted  to 
Kappa  Psi  Alpha,  Ohio's  oldest  existing  local 
fraternity.  The  chapter  house  is  located  at  48 
Franklin  Avenue. 


Summer  Session  Announced 

"Make  Ohio  Your  Alma  Mater"  is  the  slogan 
to  appear  in  red  ink  on  the  front  page  of  an 
attractive  pamphlet  advei'tising  the  1928  sum- 
mer session  which  is  being  prepared  by  Dean 
T.  C.  McCracken,  of  the  College  of  Education. 

The  summer  session  will  be  a  half-semester, 
from  June  18  to  August  17,  at  the  close  of 
which  diplomas  and  degrees  will  be  awarded 
at  special  graduation  exercises. 

In  the  College  of  Education  the  master's  de- 
gree will  be  conferred  by  Ohio  University  upon 


approved  students  who  have  done  special  grad- 
uate work  in  preparation  as  critic  teachers, 
and  who  have  completed  all  the  requirements 
for  the  advanced  degree. 


President  Benner  of  Porto  Rico 

Dr.  T.  E.  Benner,  president  of  the  University 
of  Porto  Rico,  was  the  guest  of  Prof.  O.  C. 
Bird,  Ohio  University's  athletic  director,  for 
several  days  early  in  November.  The  educator 
from  the  southern  school  delivered  several  in- 
teresting and  informal  addresses  in  Athens 
during  his  visit.  Professor  Bird  was  a  member 
of  Dr.  Benner's  faculty  during  the  1927  sum- 
mer session.

Stoke;  Educational  Psychology,  Mc  Arthur, 
Ohio,  by  Dr.  Harvey  C.  Lehman;  Gardening 
and  Horticulture,  McArthur,  Prof.  E.  R.  Wall- 
ace; Evolution  and  Heredity,  Logan,  Dr.  W.  F. 
Copeland;  English  Literature,  Logan,  Prof. 
Raymer  McQuiston;  Geography,  Laurelville, 
Ohio,  Dr.  C.  E.  Cooper;  American  Government, 
Parkersburg,  W.  Va.,  Dr.  E.  B.  Smith;  Geog- 
raphy, Marietta,  Ohio,  Miss  Jane  Atwood. 

Prof.  George  W.  Crow,  director  of  the  group 
extension  work,  is  giving  courses  in  English 
Poetry  at  Circleville,  Coshocton,  Cambridge, 
and  Portsmouth,  Ohio;  a  course  in  "Europe 
Since  1918,"  at  Zanesville,  Cambridge  and 
Portsmouth,  and  a  course  in  the  history  of 
Rome,  exclusively  for  the  Catholic  Sisters,  at 
Portsmouth. 

Dr.  A.  E.  Wagner's  courses  are  being  given 
in  Caldwell,  Bethesda,  Bridgeport,  St.  Clairs- 
ville,  Woodsfield,  and  Guysville,  Ohio.

Bottom 
row — Pitts,  Bures,  King,  and  Wolfe. 

Theta  Chi  won  first  place  and  the  silver  lov- 
ing cup  presented  to  the  social  fraternity  main- 
taining the  highest  scholastic  average  for  the 
preceding  semester.  Theta  Chi  had  an  average 
of  1.126,  or  slightly  higher  than  C.  The  other 
social  groups  and  their  averages  were:  Sigma 
Pi,  1.098;  Kappa  Psi  Alpha,  1.054;  Tau  Sigma 
Delta,  .902;  Phi  Kappa  Tau,  .887;  Lambda  Chi 
Alpha,  .885;  Gamma  Gamma  Gamma,  .776; 
Delta  Tau  Delta,  .767;  Phi  Delta  Theta, 
and  Beta  Theta  Pi,  .742. 

For  the  semester  preceding  the  one 
which  the  above  grades  were  compiled 
organizations  had  averages  lower  than  the  low- 
est of  this  group,  with  the  lowest  then  being 
.406.  The  highest  average  of  the  preceding 
semester  was  1.096  which  is  surpassed  in  the 
present  report  by  two  fraternities  and  almost 
equalled  by  a  third,  thus  indicating  a  general 
upward  trend  in  the  scholastic  efforts  of  the 
fraternity  groups. 


Among  the  non-Greek  and  professional  fra- 
ternities Green  Circle  was  the  cup  winner  with 
an  average  of  1.448.  Delta  Sigma  Pi  (Com- 
mercial) had  an  average  of  1.432;  Omega  Beta 
Pi  (pre-medic),  1:128;  and  Pi  Epsilon  Mu  (en- 
gineering), 1.112.  Phi  Delta  Gamma  (honor- 
ary forensic),  was  excluded  from  the  competi- 
tion on  the  grounds  that  forensic  activities  are 
primarily  scholastic.  The  fraternity's  average 
was  B  plus.

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Former  Professor  and  Friend  of  Ohio  Grads 
Tells  of  His  Love  for  Books

Los  Angeles,  Calif. 
Dear  Clark: 

I  can  not  play  golf;  I  have  never  learned  to 
drive  an  autotmobile;  chess,  that  great  game 
of  the  intellectuals,  is  now  beyond  my  reach; 
my  success  in  checkers  is  so  small  that  playing 
makes  me  ashamed;  skating  once  so  enjoyed  is 
denied  by  stiffening  and  hardening  bones; 
swimming  now  invites  to  fear  of  cramps;  walk- 
ing, that  glorious  sport  whose  eulogy  by  Tho- 
reau  is  unsurpassed  in  literature,  is  reducing 
itself  to  short  distances;  cards  and  dancing 
which  today  seem  to  be  the  one  chief  resort  in 
all  social  circles  I  have  never  learned  to  en- 
joy; horseback  riding,  the  glory  of  kings  and 
cowboys,  is  impossible  being  scarce  able  to 
mount  or  dismount;  hunting  was  never  encour- 
aged in  my  youth  although  no  sport  is  so  cap- 
able of  sending  the  blood  tingling  through  the 
veins;  fishing,  a  solace  of  unequaled  worth 
both  to  him  who  loves  to  sit  and  doze  and  to 
him  whose  eagerness  is  stimulate<l  by  the 
thought  of  the  glorious  nature  of  the  object 
pursued,  the  silence  of  its  movements  and  the 
beauty  of  the  surroundings,  has  been  generally 
associated  by  me  with  unfavorable  times  and 
conditions  so  as  to  thwart  ambition;  gardening, 
the  joy  of  an  Evelyn  because  of  the  glory  of 
the  result,  depends  so  much  upon  the  flexibil- 
ity of  the  anatomical  structure  that  its  period 
of  enjoyment  lies  far  back  of  the  seventh  de- 
cade; and  even  conversation,  most  princely  of 
all  sports  and  for  which  I  have  some  power 
left  is  denied  its  fullest  opportunity  because 
mankind  is  now  too  much  in  a  hurry  in  its 
mad  chase  after  fortune  to  allow  that  leisure 
so  necessary  to  accumulate  material  for  dis- 
cussion and  so  afford  suitable  companionship. 

I  can  play  dominoes  if  the  scale  does  not 
run  above  twelve  and  this  is  mentioned  only 
that  I  may  make  sad  confession.  Clearly  it 
might  seem  to  some  as  if  my  lines  had  fallen 
to  me  in  unpleasant  places. 

But  not  so,  for,  given  a  comfortable  chair 
and  a  good  light,  I  can  read  and  I  love  good 
books  and  I  bear  with  me  on  my  travels  Mof- 
fat's translation  of  the  Bible  on  India  paper, 
Shakespeare  of  the  same  quality,  and  Don 
Quixote,  for  all  of  which  daily  my  thanks  go 
up  to  Him  who  doeth  all  things  well  and  to 


those  friends  of  mine  who  have  aided  Him  in 
bringing  this  great  blessing  to  pass. 

Before  me  on  my  table  as  I  write  are  three 
books,  to  enumerate  which  will  show  that  my 
taste  is  somewhat  cosmopolitan.  One  of  the.se 
is  by  C.  Lewis  Hind  and  bears  the  curious  title 
Napthalia  suggested  by  Genesis  49-21.  As  men 
grow  older  more  does  the  taste  of  life  lead 
them  to  an  ever  deepening  interest  in  persons 
and  this  because  they  find  themselves  explained 
by  contrast  and  affinity.  No  knowldge  is  of  so 
much  interest  as  that  which  concerns  ourselves. 
It  reaches  into  the  deep  secrets  of  the  heart 
and  so,  understanding  ourselves,  we  are  able  to 
undrstand  others  and  to  identify  our  lives  with 
theirs. 

In  such  books  as  this  the  characters  are  of- 
ten known  to  us,  and  in  this  case  the  author 
was  and  may  be  is  now,  a  great  editor.  His 
style  is  full  of  charm  and  so  one  by  one  appear 
before  me  as  on  a  stage,  men  and  women  who, 
if  I  have  not  seen  them  in  the  flesh  I  have, 
through  their  writings,  seen  them  in  the  spirit. 
Among  them  are  James  Martineau,  Henley, 
Kipling,  Steevens,  the  war  correspondent,  and 
Alice  Mynell  and  Le  Galliene.  Here,  too,  are 
Francis  Thompson,  Coventry  Patmore,  Mrs. 
Humphrey  Ward,  W  .T.  Snead,  a  victim  of  the 
Titanic,  and  Mrs.  Patrick  Campbell,  whose  in- 
terpretation of  one  of  Ibsen's  plays  in  a  little 
theatre  in  London  revealed  to  me  an  art  rich 
beyond  most  of  my  experiences. 

Near  this  volume  lies  "Behind  the  Foot- 
lights" by  an  eminent  actress,  and  here  again 
on  another  and  real  stage,  Irving,  Terry, 
Southern,  Fords  Robertson,  Pinero,  Gilbert, 
Barrie,  Bernhardt,  and  Sir  Beerbohn  Tree — an- 
other group  with  other  distinctions  of  equal 
merit — and  back  of  all  the  same  conditions  of 
development;  hard  work,  failures,  resolution, 
steadiness,  patience,  all  alike  paying  the  price 
the  gods  demand   for  success. 

Near  at  hand  to  these  lies  the  Heart  of 
Emerson's  Journals,  Emerson  the  master  ma- 
gician of  the  inner  life  of  the  soul,  casting 
upon  the  deep  passages  of  life  the  light  of  a 
torch  able  to  chase  away  the  shadows  and 
make  plain  the  ways  of  God  and  man.  For  no 
one  who  knows  his  Emerson  need  walk  alone 
or  forever  in  the  valley.  He  understood  and 
realized  in  life  the  words  of  Lowell  in  his  Co- 
lumbus, "For  who  hath  trod  Olympus  from  his 
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eye  fades  not  the  broader  outlook  of  the  gods." 
And  he,  too,  could  be  characterized,  even  as 
Wordsworth  in  a  noble  line  characterized  Sir 
Isaac  Newton,  as  "Sole  voyager  on  strange 
seas  of  thought  alone."  To  how  many  has  he 
seemed  as  a  "far  Alp"  even  as  Plato  seemed 
to  him  and  I  well  rceall  a  recent  tour  in  his 
home,  with  his  chair,  his  writing  table  and 
that  great  set  of  Plato  upon  which  he  pon- 
dered and  from  which  he  drew  rich  draughts. 
As  ever,

Bohcats  Hold  Bishops 
to  Tie  Score 


Ohio  University's  Bobcats  combined  superb 
defensive  play  with  ferocious  tackling  to  hold 
the  Ohio  Wesleyan  Bishops  to  a  scoreless  tie, 
November  18,  at  Ohio  Field.  This  is  the  sec- 
ond consecutive  year  in  which  these  teams 
have  played  each  other  to  an  even  and  score- 
less draw.  Playing  on  a  slippery  field  and  dur- 
ing a  light  snow,  the  two  elevens  battled  fruit- 
lessly. The  Bobcats  outplayed  the  Bishops 
during  the  first  half  of  the  contest  and  only 
in  the  early  moments  of  the  fourth  period  were 
the  Bishops  able  to  display  the  high-powered 
offense  with  which  they  held  Syracuse,  6-6,  and 
scored  on  the  strong  Wittenberg  team  whose 
goal  line  was  crossed  but  once  by  a  B.  A.  A. 
opponent. 

From  the  moment  the  whistle  sounded  the 
Green  and  White  carried  the  attack  to  the 
Wesleyan  team,  throwing  the  opposing  ball- 
toters  for  repeated  losses  and  checking  the 
forward  rushes  of  Coach  Gauthier's  formidable 
machine.  Only  by  shifting  to  a  pass  attack 
were  the  Bishops  able  to  gain  consistently 
against  the  Bobcats.  Both  teams  had  scoring 
opportunities,  however,  but  were  unable  to 
take  advantage  of  them.  After  Jeffrey,  Ohio 
halfback,  had  received  a  Wesleyan  punt  and 
returned  it  by  a  thrilling  65-yard  run  to  the 
Methodists'  10-yard  line,  the  Ohioans  could 
make  but  six  of  the  needed  yards  in  four  at- 
tempts and  the  ball  passed  to  Wesleyan  on  the 
four-yard  marker.  After  a  series  of  clever 
plays  the  Bishops  carried  the  ball  to  a  similar 
point  in  Ohio  territory  early  in  the  fourth 
quarter.  Here  the  Bobcats  did  a  "last  stand" 
and  a  pass  over  the  goal  which  was  incomplete, 
gave  Ohio  possession  of  the  ball. 

The  Ohio  team  played  an  inspired  game  and 
by  all  odds  the  best  of  the  season.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  mention  one  player  above  another  for 
conspicuous  work.  Shafer,  however,  playing 
his  last  game  for  the  Green  and  White,  proved 
decisively  that  a  short  man  can  hold  down 
an  end  postion.  This  stocky  Bobcat  was  down 
on  every  punt,  eluding  Wesleyan  blockers  and 
time  after  time  tackling  the  punt  receiver  be- 
fore he  was  out  of  his  tracks.     McKinley  at 


half  and  Mowbrey  at  center  did  themselves 
proud,  likewise. 

The  0-0  tie  with  Wesleyan  left  the  Peden 
teani  in  thii'd  place  in  the  final  Buckeye  As- 
sociation standing.  Wittenberg  marched  unde- 
feated to  the  championship.  Second  place  was 
copped  by  the  Miami  warriors  while  thira, 
fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  places,  respectively, 
were  assumed  by  Ohio,  Ohio  Wesleyan,  Deni- 
son,  and  Cincinnati. 

The  season  is  considered  by  all  who  are  in 
close  touch  with  athletic  affairs  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity to  have  been  a  very  good  one.  Some 
strong  teams  were  encountered  and  in  every 
case  whether  the  result  was  a  victory  or  a  de- 
feat the  efforts  put  forth  by  most  of  the  play- 
ers were  worthy  of  the  commendation  and 
approval  not  only  of  the  coaches  but  of  their 
most  interested  and  hardest-losing  followers 
as  well.

Following  an  idle  week-end  on  the  Ohio 
schedule  a  Bobcat  team,  entirely  recuperated 
from  the  effects  of  its  battle  against  the  Wit- 
tenberg steam  roller,  went  against  the  Big  Red 
team  of  Denison  Universiy  on  November  5 
and  came  away  victorious,  12  to  7.
